Restored peace by piece 


Businesses club together to 
pay for wardens in Shoreditch 

TWENTY-four bars, clubs and pubs in Shoreditch have 
joined together to put £35,000 a year towards the cost of 
boosting the number of wardens on the streets. 

The Council has worked with local businesses to 
help make Shoreditch’s streets safer and cleaner by 
increasing the amount of wardens, and the time they 
spend patrolling the streets, from midnight to 4am, 
every Friday to Sunday. 

An extended scheme has been successfully operating 
in Dalston for the last two years, where more than 500 
Fixed Penalty Notices (FPN) and warnings have been 
given for urinating in public, noise nuisance, littering and 
street drinking. 

Deputy Mayor, Sophie Linden, said: “I am really 
pleased that we are working with the pubs and clubs 
in Shoreditch. We want people to come to Hackney 
and enjoy their night out. The wardens help the Council 
balance the night life in Shoreditch and the needs of 
residents, helping make Hackney a cleaner and safer 
place to be.”

T HE Dalston Peace 
Carnival Mural 
has been cleaned, 
repainted and 
protected to preserve 
the iconic landmark for 
years to come. 

The much loved public 
art work - which recently 
featured on the cover of 
drum and bass quartet 
Rudimental’s number 
one album ‘Home’ - has 
been undergoing extensive 
renovation work since June. 

The render, which the 
mural is painted on, has 


been reattached to the 
building in Dalston Lane to 
stop it coming away from 
the brickwork. The mural 
has also been sprayed with 
a protective coating to make 
graffiti removal easier. 

Designed by artist Ray 
Walker in 1983 to celebrate 
‘peace year’, the mural 


shows the Hackney Peace 
Carnival, which took place 
in the same year, and depicts 
both the celebration of, and 
many threats to, peace at 
that time. Ray died shortly 
after designing the mural, 
which was later painted by 
artist and friend Mick Jones 
and his widow Anna. 


Cllr Guy Nicholson, 
Cabinet Member for 
Regeneration, said: “The 
mural is one of Hackney’s 
most iconic landmarks 
recognised as a powerful 
statement about how people 
can live side by side as a 
tolerant and peace-loving 
community. Now renovated 
to its original glory, the 
mural has been secured for 
many years to come.” 

The work was carried out 
by Hirst Conservation in 
conjunction with Paul Butler 
and Linda Jane James.

Farm is celebrating 
its 30th birthday 
this year, so 
we took a trip to meet 
the animals and staff 
at this much loved 
community hub. 

It was established in 1984, 
by a group of residents who 
wanted to create a place in 
the heart of the inner city 
where children could visit to 
learn about farming. 

Since then, it has 
developed to host school 
visits and evening classes, 
plus healthy living, 
volunteering and eco- 
friendly projects. There 
is also an on-site cafe, 
Frizzante, which serves 
seasonal and local produce, 
and a bicycle repair hut, 

Bike Yard East. 

I met my tour guide 
Charlie ‘CJ’ Jane, 20, who 
has worked at the farm for 


six years. She took me to a 
large paddock where I was 
introduced to Larry the 
Donkey who, at 20-years- 
old, is well known in 
Hackney having received 
international coverage 
for his attempts to predict 
results in the London 2012 
Games. The mystic mule 
even had his own column in 
the Telegraph newspaper. 

Larry is a sociable animal 
and, after a few years being 
the only donkey on the 
farm, he was introduced to 
Clover, a 14-year-old mare. 
The two get on fabulously 
and as donkeys bond for 
life, Larry is known to bray 
for Clover whenever she 
steps away from him. 

The farm also houses 
about 100 chickens, a few 


cats, two rare British Golden 
Guernsey goats, various 
breeds of ducks and geese, 
and a couple of Tamworth 
pigs who are sisters. Pigs 
can remember people’s faces 
and voices, and the duo 
came out of their pen when 
CJ called them. They eat 
mainly vegetables, but they 
also have a penchant for 
Polo mints, nettles, eggs and 
chicken poo. 

After spending some time 
with the bigger animals, 
including a couple of shy 
calves that had just moved 
to the farm, CJ then led me 
to a small enclosure where 
guinea pigs, rabbits and a 
few stray pigeons live.

Jamaica, in 1962, and 
arrived in Bristol. 

She was one of many 
Caribbean people to make 
a significant contribution 
to the NHS after it was 
established in 1948. Gwen 
was part of what became 
known as ‘the Windrush 
generation’ of skilled 
workers tempted to leave 
British colonies by the 
Government to help plug a 
post-war labour shortage. 

She recalls: “It was 
difficult leaving the security 
of my home and family and 
coming to the unknown. 
Although it was exciting, 
it was also frightening. 

But the good thing was, 

I was coming to meet my 
brother and his family who 
lived in Bristol. So it was 
like a home from home.” 

Gwen relocated to 
Hackney in 1966 where 


she began training as a 
midwife. 

She says: “Hackney 
has always had a diverse 
population: African, 
Caribbean, Irish, Jewish. It 
wasn’t quite as diverse as it 
is now, but for me it was an 
exciting time.” 

At first, Gwen moved 
into nurses accommodation 
at the Hackney Hospital, 
then moved in with another 
nurse who was also from 
Jamaica. She recalls: “It 
was fun. We’re still friends 
today and whenever I 
visit Jamaica we spend 
time together. It seems 
the people I met when 
I was nursing remain 
long-term friends.” 

Gwen admits that life in 
the UK during the 1960s 
and 70s wasn’t always easy. 
She says: “It was a hardship 
because we were living in 
a different culture and we 
weren’t always accepted. 
Whatever we did, we had 
to work twice as hard to 


get that recognition. People 
would put you in boxes and 
make assumptions. But I 
flipped the lid and got out 
of my box because I knew 
what my capabilities were.” 

Gwen worked hard to 
rise through the ranks and 
became manager of the 


delivery suite at Homerton 
hospital when it opened. 

She says: “Midwifery is 
a very rewarding career. 
You build up a relationship 
with your patient. You 
nurture her through her 
pregnancy and prepare 
her for labour. Friendships 


come out of that.” 

Gwen retired in 2001, 
then took some time out 
for herself, travelling and 
seeing relatives and doing 
voluntary work with her 
church in Dalston. 

She is also chair of 
a federated governing 
body of six schools in the 
borough, and recently 
volunteered as a trailblazer 
for the ‘What A Journey! 
Retired Caribbean Nurses 
and the NHS’ exhibition, 
which will be held at 
Hackney Museum, as part 
of Black History Month 
in October, and runs until 
the end of January. The 
exhibition traces the stories 
of nurses who have settled 
in the East End of London 
since 1949. 

Gwen says: “It’s been 
a pleasure working on 
the exhibition and it’s 
important to be able to 
share your story. I met up 
with a lot of people that 
were in the same situation

as myself, including one 
lady who was a student 
midwife of mine. 

“There were some sad 
stories being told, because 
people who came long 
before my time did the 
crawl. But when I came 
along I was able to run.” 

Having lived in Hackney 
for nearly half a century, 
Gwen has seen many 
positive transformations in 
the borough. 

She says: “The changes 
in Hackney have been 
fantastic. The housing 
has improved and there 
are many more facilities.” 
Adding: “If I had my life all 
over again, I would do the 
same thing. Success is liking 
yourself, liking what you do 
and doing it well.”

Q: I’ve pruned, trimmed and prepared the garden for 
next year. What should I do with all the surplus garden 
waste? 


A: The warmer weather this summer, with the occasional 
near-tropical rain storm, has encouraged gardens to 
flourish, creating an abundance of green waste. 

But instead of seeing it as that, think of it as top quality 
compost. Put garden cuttings into a compost bin where it 
will rot down to produce environmentally friendly compost 
that, when added to the garden, will suppress weeds and 
retain moisture in the drier months. 

To encourage residents to start this process, the Council 
has teamed up with Getcomposting.com to offer home 
compost bins at only £9 (usually £39). There is also a buy 
one get one half price offer.

Recreation 
Ground, 
in Stoke 
Newington, has reopened 
after a major facelift. 

Work began on the 
churchyard and grounds, 
which adjoin St Paul’s 
Church, in March. 

Upgrades included new 
pathways, woodland 
and play features, the 
conservation of tombstones 
and headstones, and 
improvements to the front 
of the church. 

A garden manager and 
volunteer co-ordinator was 
also appointed to work at 
the recreation ground. 

The Council received 
nearly £700,000 of 
funding for the project 


from the Heritage Lottery 
Fund, following years 
of campaigning by local 
groups and residents. 

Cllr Jonathan McShane, 



Cabinet Member for 
Health, Social Care and 
Culture, said: “West 
Hackney Recreation 
Ground is a valuable part 
of Hackney’s local history. 
After years of campaigning, 
and months of hard work, 
this beautiful city oasis is 
ready to be enjoyed again 
by the community. We now 
hope the grounds will be 
used by community groups 
and schools, as well as 
residents seeking a retreat 
from the general hubbub.” 

The space began life 


as a 19th century burial 
ground attached to St 
Paul’s Church. The church 
first opened in 1823, but 
was rebuilt in 1960 after 
being badly bombed in the 
Second World War. 

The grounds have been 
an oasis for relaxation, 
recreation and events 
in Stoke Newington for 
years, including its weekly 
farmers’ market. 

Mayor of Hackney, Jules 
Pipe, officially reopened 
the recreation ground on 
6 September, along with the 
Rt Rev Adrian Newman, 
Bishop of Stepney. 

Funding was also 
received from the West 
Hackney Parochial Charity, 
the Marathon Trust and 
the Church.

UPILS at Ickburgh 
School, Homerton, 
have started the 
academic year in 
a brand new, state-of-the- 
art building.

ACKNEY has been 
awarded nearly 
£6million by the 
Big Lottery Fund 
to tackle social isolation 
among older people. 

The project, led by 
Hackney CVS, received 
£5,866,500 to work in 
partnership with key local 
organisations to create 
a network of health and 
wellbeing services for older 
people in the borough. 

Connect Hackney will 
support up to 15,000 
socially isolated older 
people - and those at risk 
of becoming isolated - such 
as older people living in 


poverty, those in rented 
accommodation and those 
with health problems. 

It will also target people 
from BME communities, 
and develop a programme 
to bring older and younger 
people together. 

Isolation leads to poor 
levels of physical and mental 
health, and over the next 
six years, the fund hopes 
to tackle this as part of an 


£82million ‘ageing better’ 
investment programme. 

Cynthia White, Chair of 
the Older People’s Reference 
Group, said: “Our goal 
in the Connect Hackney 
project is to make life 
worth living again for those 
who feel out of touch and 
overlooked, remembering 
how in years past they have 
helped make others’ lives 
rich and rewarding.” 


Debbie Walker, Connect 
Hackney steering group 
member and Chief 
Executive of Age UK East 
London, added: “The idea 
is that older people can 
start with a blank piece 
of paper and decide what 
services they want. This is 
an exciting opportunity for 
older people in Hackney to 
change the way their services 
are shaped and delivered.”

ACKNEY has a 
proud history of 
residents who were 
leading lights in 
the campaign to abolish 
the slave trade - such as 
John Aikin, Samuel Hoare, 
Anna Laetitia Barbauld 
and James Stephen - but 
there is little information 
about those who were 
local slave-owners. 

That is set to change with 
a new project investigating 
this lesser known aspect 
of history. ‘Local Roots/ 
Global Routes’, is a 
collaboration between 
the Legacies of British 
Slave- Ownership project, 
based at University College 
London, and Hackney 
Museum and Archives. 

The Slavery Abolition 
Act of 1833 had a clause 
which meant compensation 


was paid out to slave- 
owners for loss of their 
‘property’. This process left 
a record of all the people 
who claimed money. This 
information has been 
digitised and included in a 
database which can identify 
slave-owners and where 
they lived. 

Researcher Michael 
Watson explored the 
records at Hackney 
Archives for primary 
documentary evidence 
relating to slave-owners 
and the role they played in 
the local economy. 

He discovered a number 
of fascinating documents 
including a legal contract 
for the lease of a house 
in London Fields from 
a Joseph Woods to a 
Christopher Jackson 
who is described as a 
‘sugar factor’. 

The lease is dated 
1816, nine years after the 


abolition of slavery. 

As a ‘sugar factor’ Jackson 
is likely to have received 
sugar from Caribbean 
plantations and be 
responsible for 
its warehousing and sale 
in Britain. 

Even after the abolition 
of slavery in 1807, slave 
labour was still employed 
in the Caribbean and sugar 
remained a profitable 
business in Britain. 

Another document is 
a petition from 1809, 
which refers to Henrietta 
Hiatt of Dalston, aged 
‘about 1 8 years’, who 
requested a new guardian 
so that she was able to 


‘assent or otherwise to a 
proposal of marriage by 
William Hyde’. 

The petition states that 
Henrietta Hiatt was ‘the 
natural daughter of John 
Hiatt of Dalston by Phillis 
Hall’ and that she ‘came 
to England from Jamaica 
where she was born, about 
six or eight years ago’. 

This document raises 
interesting questions 
about Henrietta’s 
ancestry and her 
experiences of living 
in early 19th century 
Hackney. 

The final document 
is a 1776 marriage 
settlement contract of 


Charles Allmond and Ann 
Harvey, both of Hoxton. 

It describes Ann Harvey’s 
inheritance of ‘one half lot 
of land in the said parish 
of Kingston’ from her 
deceased brother, 

‘Charles Harvey of the 
parish of Kingston in the 
island of Jamaica’. 

Besides listing her 
inheritance of ‘all houses, 
edifices, erections, 
buildings, outhouses, 
paths, casements, profits, 
commodities, advantages, 
(and) rights’, it also states 
she would inherit ‘negroe 
or other slaves’. 

These documents provide 
small glimpses into the 
ways that the slavery 
business underpinned local 
society in the late 1 8 th and 
early 19th century. 

The Local Roots/Global 
Routes project provides a 
way of taking a new look at 
difficult to understand legal 


documents, uncovering 
information hidden within 
them and suggesting areas 
for more research. 

The project has also 
helped inform a new 
exhibition ‘Who Were 
The Slave-Owners of 
Hackney?’, which opens at 
Hackney Museum on 
1 October, and runs until 
7 February next year, as 
part of annual events in 
the borough to mark 
Black History Month.

The Mayor and councillors 

Councillors are elected by Hackney residents and 
serve for four years. The last borough elections 
took place in May 2014. 

Councillors have a range of responsibilities, 
including helping to oversee the Council and 


its services. They hold advice surgeries where 
residents can meet their local representative 
and ask them to take up issues that may 
be of concern. Generally they can help with 
Council related matters, but if the issue is the 


responsibility of another person or organisation, 
councillors can often point people in the right 
direction and tell residents who they need to see. 
Hackney has 57 councillors representing areas 
called wards - see map below. 



Hackney has an executive Mayor, Jules Pipe, who is not a 
councillor, but is directly elected by the entire borough. 

The Mayor is the political leader of the Council, overseeing the 
budget and all Council services. Civic and ceremonial duties are 
undertaken by the Speaker of Hackney who is elected annually 
from among the borough’s 57 councillors. The current Speaker 
is Cllr Sharon Patrick.

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Malu ambul thiyal 


Serves 4 


Preparation time 

10 mins 

Cooking time 

30 mins 


THIS recipe is a version of malu ambul thiyal, a spicy - and very hot - fish curry containing 
little or no gravy. Sri Lankan cooks use goraka for this dish, a sour fruit for which tamarind 
paste is a good substitute. Serve with rice. 


Ingredients 

• 1 tbsp turmeric powder 

• 2 tbsp chilli powder 

• 2 tbsp roasted chilli powder (toast in a 
hot, dry frying pan) 

• 2 tsp salt 

• 1 tsp curry powder 

• 1 tsp coriander powder 

• 1 tbsp tamarind paste 

• 2 green chillies, sliced (de-see 
for less heat) 

• 4 cloves of garlic 

• Chopped juice of 14 a lime 

• 500g fish (preferably tuna), 
in bite-sized chunks 

• 2 tbsp sunflower oil 

• Z 2 an onion, finely chopped 

• 5 curry leaves 

• 1 50ml water 

• 1 stick of cinnamon. 


Method 

•Stir the spices, salt, tamarind paste, chillies, 
garlic and lime juice into a paste (add a little 
water if necessary) 

• Coat the fish with the paste and set aside 
•Heat the oil in a saucepan, add the onion and 
curry leaves and fry gently till the onion is soft 
Add the coated fish, water 
and cinnamon stick, cover 
and bring to the boil 
• Reduce the heat and 
simmer until all the 
water has evaporated 
(about 20 minutes), 
stirring occasionally. 

• Serve with plain white rice.

Tip 3 


Use two good locks - Look for 'sold secure' standard 



Lock the frame and both wheels to the cycle parking stand 
Secure your bike as close to the stand as possible

Look for secure cycle parking that is well lit and covered by CCTV 



TipS 


Take care when locking your bike at home. Bikes get stolen from 
communal hallways, gardens and sheds

Don’t buy a stolen second-hand bike - ask for proof of ownership
